– a growing safety and 
security concern.

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Late FY04/Early FY05 Impacts

• The LASO building construction is 
expected to begin in the September –
October) timeframe; loss of 240 spaces 
on the West side of SM38. 

• At that time, without other measures, the 
increases on the previous slide would be 
reduced to 42.
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April 2005
• NSSB parking opens approximately 675 spaces.
• Security Perimeter Project will remove parking in 

the Gateway but will replace parking first with 
little reduction in total spaces.

Very positive increases of available 
spaces over this 04/05 time-frame
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What else can be done? 
• Assure affective use of shuttle 

(coordinated with park & ride; timely pick-
up schedules; etc.)

• Pave/open more surface lots such as in 
the “Gateway” area.

• The following slides notes other areas 
being considered.
